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RYTHM IN INDUSTRY.’

Rythmical movements, such as those occurring in machine opera- 
tions, are characterized externally by an approximately uniform 
repetition. The time interval between operations or various steps in 
operations can be measured, and such measurements may be used 
as an index of the rythm. A method was devised of fitting up the 
machine to be studied with electrical contacts so that each step in 
the operation could be recorded automatically. Chronometer rec- 
ords were obtained simultaneously, and by means of a signal magnet 
records were also made of any variations in the work or working 
conditions. 

We have chosen the median speed of a series of operations as that 
more nearly representing the typical speed. From this the average 
deviation was obtained, and this divided by *the median gives the 
percentage deviation from the median, or the coefficient of dispersion. 
The smaller this coefficient, the more rythmical the operation or 
operator. 

In a simple movement, suchas tapping, the coefficient of dispersion 
on two subjects was 2.40 per cent and 2.54 per cent. In the facing 
and scoring fuse ring (hand-screw-machine type) the coefficient in one 
operator was as low as 2.74 per cent. In the inexperienced worker the 
coefficient was as high as 8.34 per cent. In five operators on this 
machine the best operators gave the lowest coefficients. In 45 series 
of observations on the same worker, covering 2,648 operations, the 
coefficient was 4.22 per cent. In beveling (also a hand-screw-machine 
operation) the coefficient was likewise low. In the foot-press type of 
operation the coefficient was considerably higher, indicating less 
rythm. 

The fatigue of the day did not seem to lessen the rythm of the opera- 
tion. Distraction, such as counting the ringing of a bell, did not seem 
to interfere with the rythm. A curve expressing the correlation of 
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speed and rythm indicates that there is an optimum speed for rythm 
and that the rythm is more irregular at either a slower or faster speed. 

The possible importance of rythm in industry and occupational 
fatigue may be briefly summarized as follows: 

(1) In relieving attentian and its consequent fatigue. 

(2) In rendering more uniform the metabolism and recovery in- 
volved in the operation by evenly distributing the work. 

(3) In masking fatigue effects. Here the output curve may be 
maintained in spite of fatigue. 

(4) In increasing or decreasing accident hazard according to the 
type of accident causation, 


MUSCULAR TONUS IN RELATION TO FATIGUE.'

Mascular tonus in relation to fatigue was investigated in the hope 
of finding further methods for the detection of the more pronounced 
degrees of fatigue resulting from the day’s work at different occupa- 
. tions and from the working day of different lengths, and for the pur- 
pose of studying cumulative fatigue. There is presented here a pre- 
liminary report of the results. 

Among the methods devised by us was that of determining at dif- 
ferent times the amount of tension required to produce a given amount 
of extension of a group of muscles. Present results are based on 
observations made upon the pectorals and the soleus-gastrocne- 
mius group. 

For the pectoral measurement the subject was placed in a standing 
position in an apparatus with his backeresting against a support; the 
arms were elevated to the horizontal position and supported in metal 
slings suspended from the ceiling. One arm was fixed to an im- 
movable standard while the other was pulled backward a constant 
distance by means of a cord and pulley. A delicate spring balance 
was inserted between the cord and the arm sling. A rigid graduated 
arc below the arm made it possible to achieve a constant extension 
at the different observations. 

In testing the soleus-gastrocnemius group the subject either sat or 
reclined on a table. The apparatus consisted of an upright board 
hinged to a horizontal board which was clamped to the table. The 
foot was fastened to the upright board and the axis of rotation about 
the hinge passed through the ankle. A handle with spring and scale 
attached made it possible to apply pressure in such a manner that 
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the soleus-gastrocnemius group was extended, and to observe the 
degree of extension and pressure. The amount of tension required to 
produce a given degree of extension at the various times of observation 
was taken as the index of muscle tonus. A history was kept ofsleep, 
work, rest, etc. 

In subjects doing relatively strenuous work during the day, or 
where long hours were being spent in work, there was usually a 
decrease in the tonus in the evening as compared with the morning 
condition. This was more pronounced when the subject was losing 
rest (sleep). After lost rest the morning tonus was lower and the 
average tonus for the day was less than on days following a good 
night’s sleep. Evidence was thus obtained of cumulative fatigue 
effects. Sleep at night or during the day was usually followed by a 
considerable increase in tonus. Strenuous work of short duration 
was usually followed by an immediate decrease in tonus. Psychic 
influences (excitement) seemed occasionally to produce an increase 
in tonus, although fatigue-producing conditions were recorded in the 
history. In subjects doing relatively light work and obtaining plenty 
of sleep the tonus varied during the day, the evening tonus being 
frequently greater than that observed in the morning. 


VENEREAL DISEASES. 


NEBRASKA SUPREME COURT DECIDES THAT LOCAL HEALTH AUTHORITIES CAN 
QUARANTINE INFECTED PERSONS. 

The Supreme Court of Nebraska, in a recent case,' upholds the 
right of local health authorities to quarantine a person infected 
with a venereal disease. 

A woman was arrested and upon examination was found to be 
infected with a venereal disease. The health commissioner of 
Omaha ordered her to be detained in the detention home of the city 
for treatment until there was no further danger of communicating the 
disease. In a habeas corpus proceeding to secure her release from 
quarantine the court upheld the action of the health commissioner 
and denied the writ. In the opinion it was said: 

* * * In this case the stipulation shows that the petitioner was ‘‘found to be 
infected with communicable venereal virus,’’ and that she was only detained “‘for 
such reasonable time and in such reasonable manner as to prevent the danger of said 
petitioner from communicating such infection to others and until the danger of the 
infection should be removed.’’ There can be no doubt that under our statute (Rev. 
St. 1913, secs. 4082, 4094) the city could by ordinance provide for such detention, 
and the ordinance as quoted in the petitioner’s brief provides for such detention.

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INFLUENZA IN INDIA, 1918. 


The following account has been taken from a preliminary report 
addressed in February, 1919, to the Government of India on the 
epidemic of influenza in India in 1918, by Maj. Norman White, 
High Sanitary Commissioner, quoted in the Bulletin of the Inter- 
national Office of Public Hygiene, Paris, May, 1919, pages 471-490. 

In June, 1918, unusual causes of sickness began to be observed 
in India. At Bombay disabling sickness was noted, occurring 
chiefly among employees and mill workers. Sporadic cases were 
observed at Calcutta about the middle of June and at Madras about 
the end of that month. Previous infection from influenza in India 
appears to be indicated by the reported occurrence of a disease 
resembling influenza in the district of Tana, presidency of Bombay, 
early in the year 1918. It was noted, however, that the first ascer- 
tained cases of influenza at Bombay city occurred on a transport 
arrived in May from Mesopotamia. These cases occurred on the 
vessel at dock. There had been no occurrence of the disease en route 
to Bombay, and the vessel had complete communication with the 
city of Bombay. Influenza occurred at Karachi, and in July the 
infection appeared to be generally diffused in the Punjab and the 
United Provinces. Reports of the appearance of the epidemic 
among troops were received in July from Maymyo, Karachi, Lans- 
downe, Jubbelpore, Abottabad, Kwandwa, Fort Lockhart, Quetta, 
Dehra, Dun, Muttra, and Chakrata. In spite of the dissemination 
of the disease during the months of July and August, no appreciable 
augmentation of mortality was observed, but toward the end of 
September mortality began to rise alarmingly at Bombay and on 
October 6 attained the total of 768 deaths. A second virulent 
epidemic prevalence was later observed in other parts of India. 
The epidemic reached its greatest intensity in the central, northern, 
and western parts of the Indian Empire. In comparison with these 
regions the Provinces of Bengal, Burma, Bihar and Orissa, Madras, 
and Assam were only slightly attacked. There was a gradual 
diminution of intensity toward the east. 

Statistics of mortality due to influenza in British India have been- 
calculated by deducting from the total for the period studied in the 
year 1918 the figures representing the total for the corresponding 
period of a normal year, taking into account the coexistence of 
other epidemic diseases. But for influenza the second half of the 
year 1918 would appear to have been abnormally free from epidemic 
diseases. The epidemic of plague then present was the most benign 
since 1898, and the malarial incidence was below normal. 

The table here presented gives the estimated mortality for the 
Provinces of British India directly or indirectly attributable to 
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influenza. Only deaths occurring previous to November 30 are 
included, the greatest number of these deaths having occurred during 
the months of October and November. On November 30, 1918, the 
epidemic was everywhere on the decline, and in most parts of the 
country mortality had become normal. 
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As regards the incidence of influenza in the native States, the data 
available are very vague except for Mysore. The total number of 
deaths in Mysore State attributable to influenza in 1918 was 127,651, 
equivalent to a mortality of 22.37 per 1,000. The epidemic was very 
severe in a!l tho Central States of India. Complete reports have not 
been received, but the official physician of Central India asserts that 
the total mortality from influenza in Central India was not less than 
6 per cent of the population, which numbers nearly 9,000,000. In 
the Bikanir the mortality due to influenza in October and November, 
1918, was estimated at 61,211 deaths in a population of 683,320 
(89.5 per 1,000). In the city of Udaipur, State of Udaipur, 1,475 
persons (44.7 per 1,000) died of influenza in less than six weeks. In 
the dominions of the Nizam and Hyderabad the number of deaths 
was not far from 350,000 (27 per 1,000). 

As regards influenza among troops serving in India the prevalence of 
the disease is stated to have been more considerable among British 
soldiers than among Hindu soldiers, while the mortality among the 
Hindu troops was much greater. Admissions to hospital were for 
British troops, 218.2: per 1,000 of the effective force for influenza, 
and 3.1 for pneumonia; for the Hindu troops the figures were 135.6 
and 20.2. The proportion of deaths among British troops was 
8.96 for influenza and 0.65 for pneumonia; for the Hindus the pro- 
portion was, respectively, 15.21 and 6.48. The normal occurrence of 
pneumonia among Hindu troops is stated to be almost four times 
greater than among British troops.
